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WIRELESS FIRE CALLS. 
A LONDON EXPERIMENT. 
The .practical utility of the 
wjagless telephone as an aid to 
fi xtinction was demonstrated 
recently by the Marcani Com- 
pany. Inthe country rapid com- 
munication between headquarters 
of fire brigades and tha scene of a 
fire is sometimes difftal:s, ard 
even in Landon thera are large 
areas, rotably at ‘tha Daoks, 
where telephonic communica. 
fion with the auarters sof 
the Fire Brigade ja. ditfents. 
For tba purpos> Jeeen: 
demonstration taditard 
Marceni airrraft transmintes and 
receiver were placed on a small 


table at the headquarters of the! 


Lovwlon Fire Brizgde in South- 
wark Dridge-road, the aerial wire 
being suspended beiween the] 
towers used for drying hose. Aj 
similar apparatus was fitted to 
one of tenders of the brigade 
which wentte Putney Common 
seven miles aways, this area being 
solectad because it is almost on
